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THE WHITE HÓUSE 

_ Mr. Thomas Dewey, Governor 
of New York, has been nominated 
as Republican candidate for the 
Presidency of the United States. 
He is only forty-two years of age; 
and his nomination, after the usual 
preliminary lobbying, was virtually 
unanimous. At the Chicago con-’ 
vention Mr. Dewey obtained 1,056 
votes. Only one vote was cast 
against him, and that went to the 
popular personality of General 
MacArthur, Commander-in-Chief 
of the Americar Forces in the 
Pacific. For several months past 


the question of the Republican: 


nomination has been in doubt. 
At one time it seemed likely that 
the party’s choice would fall upon 
Governor Bricker, of Ohio, 
especially when -Mr. Dewey 
announced his intention to serve 


| his full period of office as the 


Governor of New York. 
Recently, however, opinion has 
been swinging more and more in 
Mr. Dewey’s favour, partly, at 
any rate, because the Republicans 
are more than anxious to have 
the backing of New /York’s 
huge. vote when the actual 
election comes along; and, with 
that genius for political. com- 
promise which the Americans 
seem to have inherited from the 
British, an arrangement was made 
which, apparently, has given 
complete satisfaction to Governor 
Bricker’s supporters. On Wednes- 
day thé Ohio man was 
nominated unanimously for the 
important post of Vice-President. 
Officially, therefore, 
troversy inside the Republican 
Party is at an end. Mr. Dewey, 
who, in spite of his youth, has 
built up a nation-wide reputation 
for the way in which he “cleaned- 


up” New York during the last’ 


few years, will have the whole- 
hearted support of the party 
machine at the Presidential 
election. A telegram of congratu- 
lations from Mr. Wendell Willkie 
suggests that Mr. Dewey’s candi- 
dature may have the blessing even 
of this wayward but brilliant 
politician, whose own ambitions 
in respectrof the White House 
continue to be canvassed eagerly 
throughout the United States. In 
all probability, the fight next 
November will be a _ clear-cut 
contest between Mr. Dewey and 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
There may ‘be other candidates 
for the Democratic nomination; 
but as matters stand at present it 
is almost impossible to believe 
that if, as is more than likely, Mr. 
Roosevelt should decide to go 
forward for a fourth time, any- 
body else could supersede him 
in party popularity. The Admini- 
stration’s prestige must have 
increased enormously - since the 
Anglo-American forces invaded 
Northern France. The American 
people at the moment are on the 
crest of a wave ‘of enthusiastic 
patriotism. To them, Franklin 
Roosevelt must represent almost 
as much as Winston Churchill 
represents to the people of 
England. In the circumstances, 
another Democratic candidate 
would be unthinkable. 

The odds in favour of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s return to the 
White House for a_ further 
period of office are said to 
be six to four. Although the 
United States in some respects 
is the most democratic nation in 
the world, its political system has 
made little or no progress since 
the days of the Declaration of 
Independence. Every American 
that is born into this world 
alive is either a little Democrat 
or else a little Republican. The 
two-party system, which existed 
for sO many years in. Great 
Britain, seems, to be absolutely 
stereotyped in the United States. 
Particularly since the Civil War 
of eighty years ago, the antithesis 
between the two great parties 
has become more and more 
strongly marked; and it is a 
curious commentary on American 
civilisation that the greatest of 
all democracies should be the 
only people that so far has 
failed, almost completely, to pro- 
duce -anything in the nature of a 
properly organised and effective 
Labour Party. The American 
system is __ ultra-conservative, 
although we have very little doubt 
that when this war is over there 
will be drastic changes. Indeed, 
the forthcoming election will be 
likely to do something, at any 
rate, to break down the rigid 
tradition of Republican versus 
Democrat; for the American 
people to-day have begun to 
realise, almost for the first time, 
that they are an integral part of 
the world’s political structure, 
and that the isolation in which 
they formerly took so much pride 
no longer can be regarded as 
practical politics. | Nevertheless, 
the fact is that this election will 
be fought, to a very large extent, 


on purely domestic issues. There 


are 120,000,000 individuals in the 
United. States, the vast majority 
of whom, until the impact of the 
war shocked them into a. con- 
sciousness of international affairs, 
never saw or thought very far 
beyond their own parishes, or, at 
the most, beyond their pwn 
States. There still is a very large

can forgive President Roosevelt 
for his New Deal. Many of the

A 
change of alphabet would be 
vastly more complex; fifty years 
hardly would accommodate the 
educational system to the shock. 
Is Mr. Shaw serious? He has’ 
been crusading on behalf of a 
phonetic alphabet for the greater 
part of a lifetime; but this latest 
gesture reaches a limit to which 
few crusaders in any cause are 
willing to go. ‘We have a feeling 
that there will be few genuine 
claimants among the learned 
societies whom he has invited to 
propagate the new alphabet; for 
he, présumably, will demand the 
clearest of clear statements as to 
the steps that they intend to take, 
and ordinary measures of “ pro- 
paganda “ hardly will. satisfy his 
conditions. The proposal is 
majestic, and fully worthy”of a 
man who has kept the world 
wondering for fifty years; but we 
cannot see it coming to maturity. 


‘To effect such a change in a 


living language, a ten-figure en- 
dowment hardly would suffice. It 
is one thing to restore a script— 
as Herr Hitler restored the 
waning Gothic script in Germany 
ten years ago—but the proposed 
re-modelling of the. English 
language would be almost as 
radical as its replacement by a 
new language altogether.

He was the author of 115 pub- 
lished books; of at least 350 maga- 
zine serials and novelettes, and an 
uncounted number of articles and 
other contributions.

He used to lock himself 
in a hotel room with two type- 
writers and a bottle of Irish 
whiskey, and come out four days 
later with two neatly-typed, com- 
pleted serials. 

His consumption of whiskey seems 
to have been modest. 


One Man Magazine 


Telling how he did it, Faust said: 
“No one is more than 40 to 50 
per cent. efficient, but when a man 
is backed into a corner by a man 
who intends to kill him, he can be 
as high as 90 per cent. efficient.” 

What appears to have backed 
Faust into his corner was his love 
of good living. He wanted to make 
enough money to be able to buy 
‘Villas and country houses, and to 
enjoy himself. He brought up his 
son and two daughters amid an 
army of tutors, instructors and 
servants. 

Faust started to write at twenty- 
three, when he sold his first story 
to the Argosy. In the next twenty- 
eight years—he was fifty-one when 
he was killed — he wrote thirty 
million words. Often, entire 
magazines were filled with Faust’s 
stories, all under different names. 

Friends have calculated that 
Faust’s total output exceeded com- 
fortably the combined works of E. 
Phillips Oppenheim, J. S. Fletcher, 
Edgar. Wallace, and the many 
writers responsible for the creation 
of the Nick Carter detective stories. 


Flowers 


As for myself, so strangely 
absent from the first four para- 
graphs, I smell like a garden in 
spring. I spent two hours and 
twenty minutes yesterday morning 
passing through every process of re- 
juvenation that a _ hair- dressing 
saloon could provide. 1 

This had nothing to do with 
Wednesday’s wedding, but rather 
with a notice on the wall of the 
saloon, saying that men describe 
women as being blondes or 
brunettes, and that women describe 
men as being “nondescript,” or 
“ well-groomed.” 

To stop being nondescript I started 
with a bath. After the bath I had a 
hair-cut, .a shampoo, a_ scalp 
massage with pure spirit, a shave, a 
face massage, a shot of friction 
lotion, and finished off with a 
manicure. I came out at the other 
end enveloped in a halo of un- 
earthly cleanliness, scented almost 
visibly with every flower in the 
forest, and still breathing quickly 
from the excitement of the 
manicure. 

There is nothing in the world 
mare rakish than sitting in a scented 
cubicle having your hand held by a 
manicurist in a white coat, with red 
hair and blue eyes. You feel like 
Nero. You talk a bit like Nero, 
too. 

It is a shock to come up from the 
basement, and find yourself stand- 
ing in the prosaic street.
